State Treasurer Batke, of Louisiana, 


in & long interview coneerniug the in- 
dustrial South, says: "The growth ot 
the South has been steady und rapid 
the past ten years. By improved cttl- 
tivAtion of the soil, a diversification o( 
crops and bt tier labor, the value of the 
crops for the lust seven years has iu- 
creased $152,000,000; live stock the 
•ame period increased 
$247,000,000, 


fruit and garden crops $13,000,000, anrt 
sawmill and forest products $22,000,- 
000. 
Cotton still reigns but ia only 


one-third of the South's ugrioaltnral 
yield. The development of her min- 
eral resources baa given rnanufnctnriug 
ft healthy increase, which aoin 1880 to 
January l-»t last, showed as follows: 
Factories, 19,600; capital in factories, 
$192,500.000; hand*. 172,300, products, 
$213,900,000. 
Georgnt has the greatest 


increase in manufactures and Florida 
the least. Bear in mind that the total 
increase of product? of the (arm, live 
Htoclj, fisheries and manufactures in 
the South for the pnwt six yeais bus 
been $352,000.000, or £6 per cent., with 
an increase of ouly 17 per cent, in pop- 
ulation; also that we havo gainod in 
assessed values in seven years "^933,- 
000,000. We have rained » very good 
crop of boys siuce the httlo unpleasant- 
ness ended, some twenty-four years ago 
They are hammering 
iron, 
making 


buckets and tuba, aud mastering the 
agricultural implements you kindly seut 
to oar Exposition, instead of speniiiug 
their time uselessly. I dou'l think they 
will have to m»ke -wooden nutmegs. 
They are hard at work. 
In twenty-one 


industrial schools we have 3,000 boys 
receiving industrial training urd hope 
soon to increase the number to 100,000.

supply the market with 


cheap American steel, and patriotic) iu- 
stincts prompt them to look forward to 
the time when they will fortify the 
country, build up a navy and reduce tbe 
surplus. By the time this new crop of 
boys is turned loose in tbe foiests aud 
on tbe iron hills, their papas, with the 
present rate of increase, will have 
money to build thorn shops and buy 
them tools and mathicery, and then 
there will be trouble for miiuuf.teturers 
over the border."
